The Obligation that devoteth and 


bindeth us to our Country,is great, 
upon this account ; becauſe our 
goods , perſons and fortunes are 
therein contained, Pyrhagoras (as 
tt is reported by divine Plato) judg- 
edit acrimeof asdeep a dye, to 
be guilty of ingratitude to the place 
of ones nativity, as to ones own 
Mother, to whom we are indebted 
for being : Nor can there be an 
offence ſo hainous, but the affection 
to our native Country ſhould allay

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and mitigate. Qur Counſellor muſt 
be of natural birth, no Forreiner ; 
becauſe their counſel or advice is 
thought and accounted ſuſpicious 
and dangerous; which was the 
reaſon that mov'd the Arhenians 
not only to exclude ſtrangers from 
their Council, but to. drive them 
out of their Cities, leſt they ſhould 
aſpire at the diginity of Magiſtracy, 
and inſtigate or work upon the 
minds of Citizens, 'ſo as to per- 
ſwade them to Innovation ; and fo 
mutation of Laws , Cuſtoms' and 
manners might enſue, and confe- 
quently Seditions and Rebellions. 
Which method the Venetians have 
diligently obſerved ; for, it.is their 
ſtudy, and their whole induſtry, to 
prevent their. ſitting among Them

Socrates, who by the Oracle 
at . Delphos was nba the 
wiſef of Ethnicks, being demanded 
what Countryman he was; replied, 
A man of the World ;, not- confining 
himſelf to any particuler place or 
Country ; for he. thought. himſelf 
to be an univerſal Prince. -The fame 
Laertins reports of that Tub-hug- 
ging Cynick D:ogenes, Onme ſolum 
forts patria, is an old ſaying; and 


Omne folum ſapienti patria, Carries 


as much-truth with jt, as the former 


antiquity. The whole World is a. 


Wiſe man's Country. : [Tis a City 


that comes not under the tyrannous 


ſcourge of any Nero, Domitiar, or 


Caligula; Nor can be environ'd'with .. 
walls, but is ſurrounded. with the .' 
univerſal 
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univerſal Circle, governed by a 
comly order, and natural decorum, 
as it were with a Law certain and 
inviolable,palizadoed with no other 
fortifications than the Elements. The 
Citizens or Inhabitants of this place 
are termed Philoſophers, .comman- 
ded only by themſelves, fortified 
with invincible minds, and ſuffici- 
ently arm'd againſt the griping 
talons of penury, or any other mis- 
fortune that can ſeize upon man. 
*uch Perſons(nay,Princes as theſe,l 
mayſay,without entrenching on the 


| Royal Charter of Kings) no fury of 


War can terrifie,noFaggot frighten, 
nor Axe diſturb; for they are all 
valiant, reſolute, & beyond the pre- 
judiceof Fortunes. 

Now, to the Age and Gravity of 
our Senator. They that have pen- 
ned any thing of the life of man, did 
uſually confine it to a certain pro- 
portion of time, Plat» afhgneth 
eighty one years : Soloy, eighty ; 0- 
thers affirm, that the continuance of 
mans life extends but to ſeventy, 
referring all to the number ſeven, 
becauſe it frequently falls out,. that 
every ſeventh year ſome alteration

firſt feven years,Childrens teeth fa ; 


out; The next ſeven , their hay 


grows ; The third, their I comes- 


to its proper ſtature and height; 
The fourth, they encreaſe in bulk 
and thickneſs ; The fiſth, they arrive 


at their full ſtrength and virility , 


The fixth, they find themſelves ad- 
dicted to pleaſure and delight ; The 
ſeventh, they come to the maturity 
and ripeneſs of wit and underſtand- 
dings; The eighth, they begin to be 
termed aged,or ancient ; The ninth, 
weal: and feeble, beholding to the 
ſupport of the ſtaff, and the help of 
Spectacles; And the tenth,they have 
one foot in the grave,and are recko- 
ned to be e peculio Proſerpine , of 
Proſerpina's Fla. Others there are, 
who maintain that this change hap- 
pens every ninth year,and ſo aſcribe 
the alteration thereof to every un- 
equal number tif twenty and one. 
Pythagoras the ſilent,called the eigh- 
tieth year of mans Age fatal, divid- 


ing it into. four times twenty, as . 


followeth ; Childhood , continues 
till twenty ; Youth, other twenty ; 
Man's eftate, the other twenty ; and 
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old Age, the fourth, which puts a 

period to all. ' Some again compare 

Mans Ageto the four Seaſons of the 

Year : Childhood, is compared to 

the-Spring; Youth, to Summer; 
Manhood, to Autumn; and Old- 

Age,to Winter. arre divides Man's 
Age into four degrees, aud compre- 
hends everyof them within the num- 
berof fifteen : Childhood (ſaith he} 
laſt till fifteen, for ſo long Children 

are weak and tender ; Youth, til 
thirty,becauſe till that Age men en- 

creaſe and grow in height and thick- 
neſs; Ripe Age jill forty five, for 
ſo long ſtrength of body continues, 
and men are then fit to be-employ- 
ed in publike affairs, Old-Ape be- 
gins at ſixty, and then the body is 
impotent, crazy and decay'd; fo 
that they are not fit for State em- 
ployments, lingring,and conſuming 
till death come and trip up their 
heels, as he did all their Anceſtors 
before them.” To' this diviſion: of 
mans Age we affent ; but'the diſtin- 
Rion by number"doth©principally 


belong to Phyſicians'; for they in 
exhibiting their medicines, obſerve 
certain critical daies; But our opi- 


nion 
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nion is,+that_ the forty fifth-year of 
man's age is moſt ſuitable for Con: 
ſultation ; becauſe then the ſtrength 
both of body and mind is arrived to 
the very height. Beſides, it is the 


middle age of Man;and at that time, . 


if ever, the mind is perfe& in judg. 
ment and experience, leſs attracted 
with brutiſh affections and deſites, 
| and leaſt of all, tranſported with 
rage, fury, or/pafſion. When old 
Rome win Yer glory, and ſhone 

with all her ſplendor,Senators were 
Ape, being then moſt 
-perfe&t in body and mind : yet dare 


we not deny, but that ſome men': 


may be termed Aged at thirty; that 
is, are both pyudent, grave and wiſe, 
And we find upon record;that ſome, 
though very few, were created Se- 
nators by the Romans before the 
thirtieth year|of their Age ; which 
 werdo netdifallow, in regard that 
men may be \reputed ancient for 


vertue as well ys number of years : - 


yet care muſt \be taken - that the 
Kingdom be ;gpverned-: chiefly by 
mature and graye Head-pieces for 
as Plutarch affirms, that Kingdom 
is .molt_ happy- that 'hath ſtore : of 
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young mens Lances; and old mens 
Laws. Pertinent is that of Euripzdes 
to this purpoſe : Di#um eſt vetuſium 


b fatta Fuvenum, caterum mags valent 
"concilia Senum, In Athens no perſon 


was created Senator before he was 
fifty years old. And in Rome it was 
permitted for any man of ſixty to 
enter the <Senate-houſe, tzough he 
never came to the Senatorſhip by 
choice -or cleftion; and after that 
year, it was left to his pleaſure to be 
preſent or abſent;fo that they did 
neither bind him to, nor bar him 


from c>ming to Council. A good, 


though ancient Cuſtom, for every 
man, though he hath ſeen as many 
Winters as hoary-headed Noſeer, 
ought to employ himſelf pro poſſe 
ſuo,* according to his utmoſt ability, 
for the benefit of his native Coun- 
try. Plato is of opinion, that men 
muſt learn till Age ſnow white hairs 


upon their heads. NVuMla dies ſiye li- 


zea ; that day is loſt, in which a man 
hath -not better d his knowledge. 
Yet we prohibit decrepit, doting 
perſons, whoſe judgements are as 
crazy as their bodies; and the rea- 
fon is, becauſe their counſels and 
R con- 


Cf Striators in.Gentrel, 
conſultations are for the mo#t part 


.dubjous,and are rather heſitant con- 


jetures than ſolid counſels, begin- 
nin: every Sentence with perhaps, 
perchance, peradventure, and the 


like : ard this they do, as being ſen- | 


ſible of their former imbecility and 
weakneſs, and ſo are unwilling to 
ſuffer a relapſe into their juvenile 
and youthful errours and miltakes. 


Yet, if they have only ſo many. 


years over their heads as may ren- 
der then grave, ſolid and wiſe, they 
are perfect in uttering their con- 
ceits : for by uſe and experience ) 
which is the beſt School-Mittris) 
they have gain'd, as it were, a third 
eye, whereby they are enabled to 
pry into, and diſcern with the more 
vivacity, the events and cauſes of 
things. And as every man is difco- 
vered by his ſpeech, ſo is the pru- 
dence and wiſdom of a Senator ma- 
nifeſted by uttering his opinion, So- 
crates, Caſting his eye upon a Youth 


that he gever had ſeen before, ſajes 


to him, Speak, that I may know thee : 


So may we ſay to our Counſellor, 
Hy the ſolidity of thy ſpeech, and the 


gaviry of thy deportment, manifeſt 


thy 
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" thy ſelf wato us. Now his opinion 


mutt be delivercd in ſignificant, but 


plain naked terms ; not daubed over: 


fuco Rhetorice lafeivicntts, with the 
paints of laſciviating Rhetorique, 
which becomes the Rhetorick 


School, better than the Parliament 
Houſe. But ſo much for his Age 


and Gravitv. 
Now to the Eletion of our Sena- 
tor. Among the Romans (in the 


times of Yore [ords of the whole 
World) Senators were cleced di-- 


vers waies; for, they were choſen: 
either by the King, Conſuls,Dicta- 


tors, Tribunes- of the people, the 


Cenfors or Chieftains. And the 


Cuſtome of freeborn natives 1s to- 


chooſe Senators among themſelves, 
or elſe to commit the authority of 
Election to a ſingle Perſon , who 
tor Wiſdome, gravity and dignity 
rs Judged the mo't fit, and that is 
the King; Which the Romans did 
at firſt, Romulus , me firſt founder 
of their City, ele&tcd a hundred 
Senators; Which cuſtome was fol- 
lowed by their ſucceeding Kings. 
But, when Kingly Government 
tircugh the inſolent YES 
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of Targuinins the Raviſher , was 
removed , this Power of elcction 
(C according to the quality of the 
time) was ſomewhat changed, yet 
net given to # multitude ; fo; tl] 
the State returned to the Baſis an4 


foundation of Government., Mo- 
narchy , Senators were elected by 


Conſuls,, Cenſors, Dictators, or 
Chieftains, In all which EleRtions, 
till the time of Azgyſtzs , there 1s 
no mention made of .lots , but the 
Fame , Family, Order, Office be- 
fore born, riches and Poſſcfſions , 
were moſt of all confidered- and re- 
ſpected, Now, fince there is no 
earthly Poſſeſſion but- comes far 
ſhort of Vertue for exccllency in 
the choice of Senators, that muſt 
be chiefly look'd upon ; becauſe 
they are reputed Defenders of the 
Law , Moderators of Liberty, and 
Conſervers of a Ringdom And 
as. the Republick or Ringdom is 
oftentimes infeted by the vice and 
impiety of Magiſtrates; fo is it 
antidoted, corrected and repaired 
by-their vertues. Such are the Peo- 
ple of every Country, as are the 
Manners of their Governours.; and 
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the Subjects are apt to Ape the 
Cuſtoms and Conſtitutions of their 
Prince, It was. well ſaid of one, 
That the change 'of Princes Lives, 
and the alteration of Manners in 
M-giltrates, would alſo work even 
to a mutation of the Cuſtoms , In- 
ſitutions ana Rights, nay , of the 


Kingdome it ſelf, And to deat 


really with yon, evill Princes are 
very much to be blamed, not in 
that they themſelves are guilty of 
any crime , for it isa Maxim in 
our Common Law , That the King 
can do no wrong ; but that thereby 


the Subjects are prone to be ſedu- 


ced, and led away to the fame ex- 
orbitancics ; which may jultly be 
fo termed in them , though 'not in 
a King. And indeed, Trow can it 
enter within the lis of Poſhbility 
fora man to. Perſwade. other men 
to be vertuous, when: he himſelf 
is vicious; The Romans derided 
Scylla, who, though a man 'infi- 
nitely debauched, and wholly 
given up to licencionſnefs , did 
nevertheleſs admoniſh and - ſtir 
up others to Sobriety, Tempe-

would not blame L:iſander ? though: 


he ſwam in axontrary ſtream , yet 


he allowed and gave toleration to 


the Citizens for thoſe vices which 
he himſelf abſtained from and ab- 
horred, But LZycurgus deſerves 
commendation ,. becauſe he never 
impoſed the obſervations of that 


upon any man, which he himſelf 


did not firſt of all diligently follow. 
Yet in a free State,(if any ſuch there 
be) it hath been obſerved, they 
have been dire&ted by the ſuffrage 
of chance. This order of Election 
is- obſerved by that Virgin Yerzce, 
The like inſtitution Solo authoriz- 
ed amons the. Athenians for tne 
choice of the five hundred Senators: 
For, out of every Tribe were fo 
many elected, as were thought to 
deſerve that dignity ; whoſe names 
were put into a Pot; and intu ano- 


ther as many Beans, the one half 


white, and the other black: .now ſo 
many. as hapned upon the white, 


were pronounced Senators;. and” 


thoſe that chanced to light on the 


black, were repulſed and diſmiſſed : - 
which made Thucydides to call that 


Senate, Senatum & Faba, Beſides, it 
: RT pe Shs { Was: 
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was obſerved among the Romans 
what Office he had born before his 
Election, and with what fidelity he 


had aiſcharged himſelf of his duty : 
for they made choice of their -Sena- 
tors out of that number of men on-- 


ly, that were.by them ſtyled Parres; 
which was, ag it were, the Nurſery 
of Counicllors , that ſo they might 
be known to be men famous for 
ſoms pivlike exploit, or renowned 
for their Wiſdom and Gravity. 


Among us, thoſe that fit in Par-- 


lIiament obtain that dignity three 
manner of wajies : 
Firit, By reaſon 6f their Tenure. 


Secondiy,By vertue of Writ; and: 


Tkirdly, By vertue of Office, 


Per Tenure are theſe: Archbi-- 
ſhops, Biſhops, Abbots, Priors, 
Dukes, Marqueſfes, Earls and: 


Barons. And theſe are ſummoned : 
to appear before the. Parliament in : 
the ſpace of 4.8. daies. 

They that come in per Breve, . 
or by. Writ,. are theſe : Knights. 
of the Shires, Burgefſcs, Citizens, 
Barons of the Cinque-Ports, - an - 
the King's Council, There come - 
alſo fer reve, directed to the ſeve-- 
| R* 4 ral: 
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'ral Deans and Arch-De: cons of this 
Kingdome, two ſeveral Proctors of 
the Clergy for every ſeveral Dea- 
conry &. Arch-deaconry ; and theſe 
Proctors of the Clergy are elected 
by the Clergy. There come neither 
per Service, or by vertue of Office, 
The Chief Crier of Englard ; The 
Chief Uſher ; The Chancellor ; The 
Freaſurer; The Chamberlain, and 
Burons of the Exchequer; The . 
Juſtices of either Bench ; The Stew 
#rd of England; The Porter, 
£xooms, and all tyed by ſcrvice 
20 be here done. The Stewards 
Office was to place the Lords ; The 
Porter uſed to fee there be but ene 
door 'to enter in and: go out at: 
And every one of the above-menti- 
S1ted Dificers, hath had his ſeveral 
Charge reÞpectively, Thus have 
you hada deſcription of our Sazr 
Senator, of all the qualifications 
that tend to his accompliſhment ; 
His Duty, Dignitv- and Office diſ- 
played and1aid open; the rewards 
(ie unto, and conferred*on him ; the 
angent *Cnſtoms of the Romans 
714 Grectans touching this parts 
<alar-;/their election and choice; as / 
aiſ 
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alfo their manner of fitting in Parli- 
ament among us ; how and by what 
means they obtain the S-natorſhip, 
or title of Parltiament-men , accor- 
ding to ourmodern {tyles, who were 
ſo termed, becau:e every Member 
o* this High and mot abſolute 
Court of Jultice in England from 
which thzre is.no appeal to any 
other for redrefs _) ſhould fincercly 
and diſcreetly Parley la ment, as it is 
m the old Norman French, that is, 
freely expreſs their minds for the 
benefit of the Kingdom. Nor are the 
Laws of this Iſland only, and- the 
Liberty of the Subject conſerved 
by Parliament, but thoſe of all well 
policied Kingdoms & Countries 
elſe in Exrope, The Germans have 
their Diets; The Danes and Swedes 
their Riicks Dachs; The Spaniard 


calls his Parliament Zas Corres; 


And the French have ( or at leaft 
ſhould have )- their A/embly of the 
three States, though it be now in a 
manner grown obſolete , becauſe 
the authority thereof was by acci- 
dent devolv'd upon the King: it 
will not be altogether impertinent 


to give you a ſuccin& account of 
| this 
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this memorable alteration; which 
hapned as followeth : When our 
Nation had taken ſuch large footing 
im Frazce, that they advanced as for 
as Orleans,and had forced their then 
Soveragin to fly to Bourges in Bervre, 
for ſanctuary ; the Aſſembly of the 


| three States not being able to con- 


vene during theſe Prcfſures in full 
Parliament, becauſe that by thoſe 
invaſions the enemy made into the 
very bowels of the Kingdom, the 
Country was altogether unpaſſable, 
ſo that the power that was inherent 
in. the Parliamentary Convention, 
of enacting Laws, afleſſing the Sub- 
jet with Taxes, ſubfidiary Levies, 
and other Impoſitions,was tranſmit- 
ted to theKins, during the rage and 


_ Fury of that war only ; which pro- 


ving of long continuance, that en- 
truited Authority began to grow 
habitual, and could never hitherto 
be taken from him; ſo that his 
Edits ſtand in lieu of ARs of Par- 
liament. Out of theſe foregoing 
premiſes this Concluſion may eaſily 
be deduced, © That the principal 
« Fountain whence the King de- 
<* rives his. happineſs and ſafety, 
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«is the Parliament : It is the great 
« Conduit - Pipe which conveys 
< unto him his Peoples bounty and 
& gratitude; the trueſt Looking- 
*slaſs wherein he diſcerns their 
& loves. Now - the Subjects love 
* hath been ever accounted the 
© prime Citadel of a Prince. In 
« his Parliament he appears as the 
« Sun in the Meridian, in the Alti- 
* tude of his Glory, in his higheſt 


*<State-Royal, as the Law informs 


& us. But leſt we fhould ſpin out too 
long a thred, and fo wear the Rea- 


ders Patience thread-bare., we will - 


conclude this firſt Book, and make 


the diſcourſe which we allot for the 


ſcope and Subject of our next, run 
in another Channel. 
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
